The Council of the past year com- 
prised Reeve H. Groves, Councillors 
Jas.

Deputy Reeve of the Council tor 1939 
was Mr L. A. Phillips. In the last re- 
port, submitted to the 1935 annual 
electors meeting, mention made 
of the sickness of Mr Weyers and the 
hope expressed that he would soon be 
With us again at Council meetings. | 
regret exceedingly to now report that 
Mr Weyer’s sickness proved fatal and 
he passed away On the 26th of March, 
1935, May I at this point just say a 
few words of appreciation for the 
late Mr Weyers. As you know he was 
one of the oldest members of the 
Council in point of service having 
commenced his duties s a Councillor 
in 1928 and sat thereon continuously 
since, He was respected by every 
member of the council with whom he 
worked and ably represented the Div- 
ision in which he lived. The Council 
also suffered another loss by the re- 
signation of Mr Bert Huffman. Mr 
Huffman resigned as he was leaving 
the district. The place of Mr Weyers 
was taken on the Council by Mr Har- 
wood and that of Mr Huffman by Mr 
Chas, Cowell. While Mr Harwood is 
new to the work in some respects he 
has the distinction of being the nat- 
ive son of the Municipality to sit on 
the Council. Mr Cowell is an old coun- 
cillor back in harness’ again and 
heeds no introduction to the electors 
of the district. The officers of the 
Council were Secretry-lreasurer D. N. 
Gardiner, Auditors Messrs W. Herbert 
A. Thompson & Co, Chartered Ac: 
countants and Weed = Inspectors 
Arnold Lausen and F, ©, Dalton. 

Eleven Meetings of the Council 
were held during the year under re- 
view. They were not as well attended 
as in previous years due to the cause 
mentioned immediately above. It is to 
noted howver that where no sickness 
intervened that the other members ot 
the council have been on the job for 
every meeting. 

Public health of the Municipality 
was only moderately good during 1945 
us quite a number of cases of measles 
developed in the district in the early 
part of the summer, There were also 
several cases of mumps, chickenpox 
and scarlet fever. Two cases of in- 
fantile Paralysis occurred in the dist- 
vict. In the case of the outbreak of 
mumps, measles, chickenpox und 
scarlet fever no serious after elfects 
have been reported to the Council. 
One case of infantile paralysis clear- 
ed up very quickly while the other 
case is still under treatment. Annually 
in this report it has been stressed 
that in all cases of communicable dis- 
eases those responsible should immed- 
iately submit to strict quarantine in 
the interest of the public health of 
the whole district. Where this is not 
done the particular disease spreads 
very rapidly and the first thing we 
know there is an epidemic to be con- 
tended with. But for the prompt act 
jon of the Council in 1935 in having 
the Medical Health Officer, Dr Giffen, 
make an investigation there is not 
any means of knowing just how ser- 
ious our infection from mumps, meas: 
les, chickenpox and scarlet lever 
would have been. Let me again em- 
phasize that it is in the public good 
to submit to quarantine if you or 
your family aare affected by 4 coi- 
municable disease and that you are 
failing in citizenship if you treat a 
disease otherwise. 

No material change has taken place 
in the general standing of all the 
school districts in the Municipality 
when taken as a whole. In some _—in- 
stances it is noted that an individual 
schoo] district has made progress 
while others have slipped back. All 
schools have been paid their 1935 re- 
quisition in full and there is a small 
surplus on hand to go towards taking 
care of the First quarter's requisi- 
tions in 1986. Collections for 1935 on 
school account were within $75.00 on 
being the same as in 1934. In view ot 
all the conditions met with in 1945 
this showing is decidedly creditable. 
The ouncil does appreciate the co-op- 
eration given by the various school

In previous years control and .e7Hdl- 
ication measures in combating sow 
thistle have been brought to your a¥ 
tention. It does not seem to have prov 
ed effective in al] cases as it is obser- 
ved by the weed inspectors that this 
menace is on the increase rather than 
diminishing. All residents are urged 
to pay particular attention to the con- 
trol of this weed so that it may not 
get out of hand = and become uncon- 
trolable. Another viscious weed which 
is on the increase in the district 1s 
Hoary Cress, sometimes known as 
Horse Cress or White Top. This weed 
is comparatively deep rooted with pro 
pagation both from seed and trom olf 
shoots from the main stem. It has 
been reported that the root stock will 
penetrate to a depth of four feet. It is 


| very difficult to kill and since it is in 


the perennial class needs dilferent 
methods of attack than for the com- 
Mon annual weeds.

Dealing further with pests in gener: 
al it is to be observed that the council 
took measures to insure the distribut- 
ion of poisoned grasshopper bait dur- 
ing 1926. Although the station in 
Strathmore was Kept open for about a 
month very little bait was used, Pos- 
sibly the season of 1935 was not the 
best for the rapid increase of grass: 
hoppers but even at that it was not- 
ed that there seemed to be a very 
considerable number of them around 
in the early fall. All residents are ur- 
ged to keep a sharp lookout tor 
signs of grasshoppers in 1936 so Lbat 
the proper measures can be taken to 
control them immediately they De- 
come evident. Where any resident 

>knows definitely that he has an infes- 

tation of grasshopper eggs on his 
land he is warned that to put crop in 
on it without using proper control 
measures is an offence under the .\g- 
ricultural Pest Act.  ‘Vhe Council 1s 
prepared to furnish grasshopper bait 
in 1936 the sume us in 19385 if so re- 
guired and all that has to be done 1s 
to notify the office of your  intesta- 
tion und bait will be made up ready. 

A new departure undertaken 
this year by the Council in arranging 
toy Gopher Poison to be supplied to 
residents of the Municipality at a re- 
duced charge. ‘he plan was carried 
out through Lambert's Drug Store 1n 
Strathmore supplying the residents 
with the poison made up by Mr Lam- 
bert. All reports coming in to the 
Council have indicated that the resid- 
ents were the re- 
sults obtained trom the use of the 
poison, It is therefore suggested, that 
unless the electors object, to again 
carry out a similar plan in 1936. An 
expression of opinion in this matter 
would be appreciated by the Council. 

No change Was in the road policy 
of the Council during the year under 
under review. ‘the heavy machinery 
was used in maintaining and construc- 
ting roads as in former years, With 
the use ot this equipment it is noted 
that we are developing a very good 
class of road in the district which en- 
ables our residents to get about with 
the minimum amount of difficulty in 
all Classes of weather. When it is re- 
membered the class of road which we 
had some ten or twelve years ugo if 
will be seen that decided progress 1s 
being made from year to year, Con- 
tinuance of the policy of the Council 
in this respect is, | believe, in the 
bbest interest of all the residents ot 
the district.

Touching brielly on the season or 
4935 1 think that | am sate in saying 
that in the greater part of the Munic- 
ipality that crops were moderately 
good, Une serious disaster occurred in 
the district in 1935 when about one 
third of the Municipality was hailed 
out from 50 to 100 per cent, Under 
normal conditions this condition 
would not have taken on the serious- 
hess that it had in 1935, as the most 
of those who were hailed out would 
have been able to have protected 
their crops by carrying hail insur- 
ance. In practically the whole of the 
area hajled there was no insurance. 
The Council therefore took action to 
approach the Provincial Government 
to ask for assistance for tuose who 
had been bailed. Notwithsiuinding .e 
urgency of the matter and the num- 
ber of interviews had with represent- 
atives of the Government, no immed- 
jiate help was ltorthcoming for those 
Who had sutfered loss. In some cases 
those sulfering hail losses bave had 
to apply tor direct relief in order to 
see themselves through the winter, 
Some provision will be nude lor 
these people to be in position to put 
in wu crop this year but at the present 
time we are not in position to say 
just exactly what can be done.. Ihe 
matter of protection against hail has 
assumed such serious proportion in 
this Province that we learn the Goy- 
ernment has signified their inten: 
tion of doing something concrete 
about it at the presenti session of the 
Legislature, 

I will not endeavor to analyse the 
Auditor's Financial Statement for the 
year 1935, which you have had = in 
your hands for some tim epast, but 
would prefer to leave it open for you 
to ask for information if it is not ap- 
Pearant from the statement. 

The Council in 1935 centinued the 
policy of shipping in coal in car load 
lots and we believe that we have el- 
fected a considerable saving in the 
cost of this article to our residents 
over the period of years we have 
doing this. If it bas served its 
purpose and the ratepayers would 
sooner have the Council discontinue 
this activity, we will be glad to have 
your opinion. 

As requested at the last annual 
meeting aarrangements were made to 
have the Strathmore Standard = sup:

former years. No complaint has been

W hat 
Mr Dunning actually did was to trim 
fiilteen millions out of current ex- 
penditures, but lost three million of 
the cut because of higher interest 
costs, Most of the saving was made 
by deferring the vote on social legis- 
lation, by a cut in the vote for the Na- 
tural Products Marketing Ast, 
(Cheese bonus), and by reducing var- 
ious subsidies and subventions. the 


Only substantial increase in the  es- 
timates was in aviation, the Royal 
Canadian Air Force getting an in- 


crease of a million dollars; and the 
civil aviation branch over half a mul- 
lion, 

There are several issues of govern- 
ment bonds maturing in 1936 which 
bear interest at five per cent; it 
these can be refunded at three per 
cent the interest bill for 1937 may at 
least be prevented from advancing 
farther, As it is, for every $1 receiv- 
ed in tederal revenue, about 50 cents 
at the present time goes in interest 
either on the national debt or.on the 
railway debt, But qa hopeful feature 
may be seen in the fact that during 
the week the government was able to 
borrow 80 million dollars for the Can- 
adian National at an average rate of 
only a litle over 2 1-2 per cent. This 
is a tribute to the confidence which 
the investing public has in the _ pre- 
sent government, which, in its adher- 
ence to a ‘sound money’ and ‘no re- 
pudiation’ policy is not one whit be- 
hind the previous administration.
